SOUTH AUSTRALIA 31 MARCH 1968 
SCOPE This bulletin presents information relating to livestock numbers 


in South Australia at 31 March 1968 and gives particulars of 

dairy production, the wool clip, and livestock slaughterings, for 
the year 1967-68. Most of the details have been compiled from information 
obtained in the annual collection of agricultural, pastoral, and dairying 
Statistics. Figures for preceding years are shown for comparison. 


In tables where figures have been rounded, discrepancies between 
totals and sums of components are due to rounding. 


COMMENT Sheep numbers at 31 March 1968 were 16,405,300, the lowest since 1964 
and 1,458,400 less than the number at 31 March 1967. Cattle numbers 
increased by 8,200 and were only 1,300 less than the record number 

at 31 March 1965. 


Pig numbers at 31 March 1968 were the highest ever recorded in 
South Australia, exceeding the previous record in 1966 by 18, 700- 


The decline in sheep and lamb numbers was general throughout most of 
the State, with small increases being recorded for Kangaroo Island, the southern 
counties of Western Division and the north eastern and north western areas of 
Outside of Counties.
